The United States abounds in cities renowned for the beauty, size and gen¬ 
eral attractiveness of their public parks. Of these Springfield, the “ City of 
Homes,' stands well to the fore in the fortunate possession of that charming 
breathing spot. Forest Park, which is richly endowed by nature with grand old 

trees—rugged and mas¬ 
sive oaks, graceful pines 
and stately elms — and 
with crystal springs, and 
deep, shadowy ravines. 

The pure air and 
natural beauties of For¬ 
est Park are enjoyed by 
old and young, rich and 
poor alike. Its smooth, 
hard roads and pleasant 
drives, comprising a 
total distance of some 
twenty miles, make it a 
favorite resort for those 
who ride or drive for 
pleasure.

twenty to thirty men, employed in keeping the roads and grounds in good con¬ 
dition, and in caring for the birds and animals. 

The principal gateways to the park are the Sumner Avenue and Park 
Avenue entrances. At the Sumner Avenue entrance, known also as the “ Main 
Entrance/* is the station, 
a commodious, orna¬ 
mental structure for the 
accommodation of visi¬ 
tors, in which they may 
find shelter or rest while 
waiting for the electrics. 

Following the wooded 
road, which leads 
through a pleasant 
ravine, the visitor finds 
before him on an emi¬ 
nence the Pavilion, a 
rustic building of unique 
and tasty design, in 
which one may retire 
for refuge in event of an 
unexpected shower, or 
for rest if weary.

spot in which to recuperate after a tour of tbe park a-wheel. To the right of 
an lar > tht Picnic Ground is the Playground, a tract of land containing 
some ten acres of smooth, level greensward. Here the rising generation is not 
slow to avail itself of the generous privilege extended in being permitted to in- 
u ge in baseball, football, and the various other games popular with the young. 

To the left of the Play¬ 
ground, and near the Pavil¬ 
ion, is the Children's Pond, 
a shallow sheet of water in 
which the little folk find 
enjoyment in wading, or 
propelling themselves or 
one another about on floats 
provided for the purpose. 
Between this pond and the 
woods is Bruin's Home, the 
domicile of two black bears, 
as handsome specimens of 
this animal as it is often 
one's good fortune to behold. 
The bears are provided 
with two large caves con¬ 
nected by a subterranean 
passage ; and with a branch¬ 
ing tree to climb in either 
cave and all made to ap¬ 
pear as natural as possible, 
no doubt Bruin frequently 
persuades himself that he is 
yet in the seclusion of his 
native lair. 

Southeast of the Pavil¬ 
ion, and between it and the park barns, which contain 1 lie domestic animals and

East of the Lotus ponds, and near the point where the road diverges toward 
Long Hill and Magnolia Terrace, is the charming cascade, known as the Pecousic 
Falls. Here, by a unique arrangement, the waters of the Pecousic Brook are 


afforded. Before you, and 
almost at your feet lie many of the lovely specimens of flora in which Forest 
Park abounds. In the immediate distance is the Connecticut River, gracefully 

g its way to the southward. In the far distance the Berkshire Hills and the 
familiar outlines of Mt. Tom rise blue and majestic against the horizon. From 
44 Mononatto Lookover" if the day be clear, one can easily distinguish the spire of 
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Blnndford church, thirty miles away. It is said that this height of land is two 
hundred feet greater in elevation than the summit of Mt. Tom. 

A recent addition to the park, and one which is of much practical utility, as 
well as interest, is the number of farm animals, which find their home in the new 
cow and sheep barn. Of these a fine flock of Shropshire sheep attracts much 

attention. Each of the dif¬ 
ferent breeds of domestic 
animals is properly labelled. 
This lends particular inter¬ 
est to their inspection, as by 
it many of the visitors learn 
to distinguish between the 
common breeds of cattle. 
With the exception of the 
three horses these animals 
all represent park dona¬ 
tions. 

Unlike the large parks 
of many of our cities, For¬ 
est Park is unconventional 
in the extreme; indeed, 
the name is indicative of 
its nature. There are many 
secluded and almost hidden 
pathways through the ra¬ 
vines and along the thickly 
wooded hillsides, with now 
and then a clear spring of 
cool, pure water.
